In Proof that the Traveller made pmt 
Jhort Stay at Louvain* 

T OuvAiN, or LovENS, the mother- 
city of Brahant — from its agree- 
^ able, fituation, the falubrity of the air, 
the great number of eccleliaArc and 
civil antiquities ; its learned • focieties^ 
and plentiful markets; its delightful 
environs and the courtefy of the inha« 
bitants, caniiot but invite the curious 
pafTenger to flop a little and look about 
him. 

But furely ft will not be expeAed 
I (hould fpeak at large upon all thefs 
lieads ; each of which would be fuf** 
iicient to fill half a dozen chapters ?— 
In that cafe I fliall never get to my

Ihall the poor labourer find ? We 

muft not approach with our fickles-for, 
at kaft, a century,, after fuch magnani* 
mous reapers. 

Well, they may cut and pafte, and 
wri^e away as £aft as they can fet pen.to 

paper 
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pap^r — ^We're not obliged to read all—* ' 
that's feme comfort,- 

Much has been already written of 
the pad; and no doubt, much more 
might be faid of the prefent ftate of 
this celebrated feat of learning; which 
in number of colleges and ftudents,> 
furpafTes both our famous univerfities. 
-*— I cannot precifely determine upon- 
them — fome reckon the former at three- 
fcore — others fay, near fourfcore (in 
which latter computation I apprehend' 
they include the monafteries) — and the" 
number of Audents is faid to be about 
fix thoufand.

An intimate friend of mine, lateljr 
deceafed, a man of fortune a)id of pro^ 
found erudition, who fpent moft of his 
days in London ;• afTured me, not long, 
btfore his death, he had never feen the 
infide of St. Paul's Cathedral ; though 
I make no doubt but he muft have 
pafled by that fuperb fl:ru(Jlure more 
than a hundred timea* 

Another ingenious^friend, now liv- 
ing,, during two or three years refidencc 
in the heart of the city, has never been 
able to prevail upon himfelf to pe- 
netrate aa far as the Tower ;

The figure then of that royal arfe- 
nal with its contents, from whence the 
moft didant fhores are armed or intU 
Qiidated with Britifh thunder, muft be 
unknown to him ; nor has he any de- 
terminate notion of its Situation, more 
than h€ has been able to te^rn from a 
map.

— A prince of moft 
amiable qualities, befitting any high, 
ftation ; but more particularly " and 
happily adapted to that which he now 
fills. 

I had taken a good deal of notice of 
his picture, which is hung up in the 
lefeaory of the monks of Affligem^ 
and was much pleafed with the refem- 
blance — a countenance, more inclined 
to the melancholy than the fanguine— 
a cail of feature, not unlike that of our

To every citizen of. Mechlin he is 
not only perfonally known, but intir 
roately acquainted with the condition 
and circumftahces of the family — can 
call the pooreft man by his name, and 
enquire after his wife Mary, and hi§ 
fon Petei^. 

Four times a year he vifits the poor 
and the helplefs ; the lame and the 
blind ; and adminifters the facramentto 
each in their feveral hovels, or garrets 
with his own hand. 

TJiis. 
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This laft inftance of his extenfive 
charity might be very eafily difpenfcd, 
with — but it feems, as yet, he haSu 
not been able to difpenfc with^ it him-, 
felf. 

This excellent- perfon^ as I am in-» 
formed, is not yet forty years of age — 
he is by birth, a German, and by qua-^i 
lity, a count ; but I have forgot the 
name of his houfe. 

Can it be wondered that fuch , a 
prince of biftiops ihould be univerfally 
admired, beloved ! — and would it not 
be almoft pardonable,* if fome eftates 
of human ignorance, (hould frnk into 
an idolatrous worfhip of fuch a cha-- 
radter ? 

But I beg pardon—' For what ?— 
Where's the offence ? * 
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I own 'tis a favourite topic, and 
might be enlarged-r-but fincc only a 
flight flcetch was propofed — by which 
I hope the reader may fo far profit, as 
to be facisfied that the brighteft ex- 
amples of primitive virtue are ftill to 
be feen, even in this degenerate age, if 
people will but take the pains to look 
about 'em.

He had a fmattering of many tongues, 
but no language — a title to feveral ci- 
ties, but no one would have owned 
him— an afFeftation of many characSlers, 
in the variety of which he had loft his 
own.

Y friend had left me at a time 
when, for his own fake, I de- 
fired his company moft — fx)rhe had ne- 
ver fecn any grand annual proceflion ;

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and the day following produced a very 
remarkable one— commeniorating a fa- 
tal aera indeed ! — namely, that of the 
SWEATING-SICKNESS — wHich former- 
ly raged with great violence in £&a- 
BANT, as well as in other regions :— 
But by the feafonable application of pro* 
ceflions and other church- cereoionieS) 
as it is recorded, the plague ceafed. 

About one third of the inhabitants 
of Antwerp affiftcd at the folemnity 
— the reft were admiring fpe.6lators. 

The religious orders, with their par- 
ticular banners ; the trades, with their 
feveral pageants and chaplains at their 
heads; the magiftrates, with their en- 
figns of authority ; the fecular clergy, 
ftill neareit to the throne of grace 4 
the high-prieft for the day, bearing the 
tranfubftantiated wafer-^ — ^^the whole In- 
terfperfed with a great number of vo- 
lunteer taper- bearers— and laitly, the 

peni- 
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fpenitents, who clofed the folemn pa- 
/rade. 



After high mafs in the great church, 
tthe regulars were marfhalled in the 
choir, from whence the proceflion if- 
fued, and in flow march made a circuit 
of a great part of the city, during two 
hours* 

But one ridiculous circumAance fell 
out 5 which hardly any body there 
could be (truck with but myfeif 

You muft know that the mudc of 
bells in that country, is not efFefted by 
the vulgar tintinnabular art of pulling 
ropes I but they are played upon by 
mufical bellmen : — One of whom I 
thought a little unfortunate in his 

choice on. fo folemn an occation 

Would you believe it ? — the chofen air 
from a certain fteeple, was a celebrated 
Englifli hornpipe !

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•It would have been highly unfeafon- 
able at fuch a time, either to havft 
indulged mirth, or to have fallen a 
tlancing 5 tho* there was fuiKcient pro- 
vocation for both : — I could hardly 
kee:> my feet ftill — and I could hardly 
forbear laughing. 

The mixture of ferious and farce m 
ceremonies, rriight well be wondered 
at ; was it not uniformly kept up in 
private life and converfation among bi-' 
gots. — In one of the nuns gardens at 
Antwerp, I remember to have met 
with ftatues of faints, and ftatues of 
fcaramouches. 

With what reverence, and at the 
fame time how irreverently fome igno- 
rant bigots treat the mod exalted fub- 
jedls ! 

I met with one inftance which may 
ferve my purpofe as well as a hundred. 

— For 
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•-^or theJownefs x>{ the matter, I am 
almoft afhamed to give it place ; and 
yet in prbof, I could not wifli to have 
aftronger. 

Walking one day in the Dominicans 
Calvary at Antwerp, which is vjfited 
by all (Irangers and frequented by many 
devotees — a fmall confecrated fpot fet 
apart for divine love and pureft contem- 
plation — to inflame the mind with the 
memory of the cho(bn fervants of God ; 
patriarchs, prophets and apoftles 
whofe nurnerous ftatues, executed by 
the firft fculptors of this country, croud 
the little inclofure — but more efpecially 
to beget a reverential awe for the fuf- 
ferings of the Son of Man, who is 
there exalted upon the crofs — Death 
and Hell being beneath him! — Heres 
room for meditation /'— 

I fay walking there one day — th.ee 

of the queen's foldiers entered, who 

V.I. P. 2. K be- 
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behaved with much deceacy^ as they 
generally do. 

Tbefe men having put up their peti-* 
tions, feemingly with great fervency, 
rofe from th^ir knees, and begao to 
look critically about them. 

They fpoke French. — One of them 
who had travelled farther than his com- 
panions (who were wrapt in admira- 
tion of the place) acknowledged it to 
be very fine, but not to be compared 
with the calvary at Paagus which he 
had feen. 

Alas ! how poor are feemingly great 
things by comparifon !

How paultry are civil rites, when 
put in competition with church cere^ 
"monies ! — What pitiful things are 
thrones^ compared with altars i « ' . . 

The greateft being on this fide 
lidaven, in my poor perfuafion, is a 
pope, a cardinal, a bifliop, or a mitred 
«bbot in his pontificalibus ! 

There were other high feftivals at 
Antwerp during my fojourn there ; 

K2^ par^ 
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l^articularly thofe of St. Frakcis and 
the. bleffled Rofary — the former (acred 
to the jnumeroiM orders who claim a 
merit in that holy hermit— the Xattem 
day of much exultation among the 
Dominicans^ as having been inftituted 
by St. Doi\AiKic their founder. 

But silthdughl was prefent at thofe 
folemnities, yet I purpofely avoid par- 
ticularizing them — left it might be ex- 
pelled I (hould fet them in a ridiculous 
light, for the diver Aon of one part of 
my chriftian readers ; and becaufe I am 
aware it would be no lefs a mortifica'- 
(ion to another part of them.— 

Neither do I find myfelf dlfpofed, at 
this time, to be over and above ludicrous 
upon fo ferious a concern, as that on 
which thoufands of well-meaning mor- 
tals reft their cverlafting welfare.

, The lordling appearcd^a be about 
ilxteen years old— <-and bis tutor was,^ as 
I ji^dged, about my own age — a Uttle- 
turned of forty* 



The reafon,why I am £o particular 
as- to their age$ is to fhew how muck 
the raw inexperience of fixteen^ mufr 
ftatid in need of die experienced gravity 
of forty. 

If the pupil had been five or fix. 
years older, it would not have rignified> 
much, even tho'the tutor had been ten- 
years younger, 

Thfere is as much propriety requifite* 
in coupling the ages at one time o^ 
life, as the fexcs at another : — But the; 
great art of chuilng men, is a fecret 

knowiv 
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known but to a fevf-*^pra£lifed by ftill 
fever. 

' So if the lordling had been only of 
the tender age of eleven or twelvc-*- 
in that cafe, the governor would have 
wanted full twenty years, to have qua- 
lified him for a nurfe's place* 

With thefe I aflbciated frequently 
for fome three, or four days: — we com- 
monly dined together, and often vifited 
the churches and monafterie$ of. that 
fuperb city. 

The noble pupil, added to the eafy 
politenefs of the high-born of • his 
country, had much more tafte and 
curiofity about him, than might have 
been expefted — from whence I con- 
cluded, the former part of his time had 
not been entirely portioned out among 
fidlers, dancing-mafters and maitres- 
ife-yVv— and the governor's attention 

K 6 was 
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was always awake to animate and im^ 
prove them. 

The paintings^ and fculptures of 
Antwerp difplaya large field- for the 
lovers of art— -and if the preceptor was 
literal in communicating^ the pupil 
was no lefs eager to learn. 

It was evident that a proper author 
rity was lodged in the one ; and a 
becoming deference in the difpofition 
of the other, was full as apparent*— 
but both were free and unreftrained. 

If* there was no fervile adulation on 
the part of the governor; it might 
Be that he was adiiated more by prm- 
ciple, than motives of intereft ; inde- 
pendent of future church Or ftate- 
prcjfcrment : — and if no tirefome dif- 
guft appeared in the pupil, it was be- 
caufe he Qonfidered the other^ niore.as 

an 
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an improving companion, than as a. 

rigid guide. 

The governor would not have aban- 
doned his charge for a fingle hour, 
upon any confideration^: — the pupil 
would have thought it a tedious hour, 
if fpent in any company without tht 
prefence of his friends .^ 

The preceptor had, certainly the act 
of inftru£ling by example, and polite 
infinuation.r^ 

But fome people,. negleSting every 
requiiite of addrefs and engaging beha- 
viour, vainly imagine, that to be able 
to inftru<a others, 'tis fuli^cient to be 
unmannerly learned themfelves*

It confifts not only of ftatcly edifices 
both public and private, but in the fub- 
ftantial riches of many of its inhabitanti* 
— as alfo in fuperb cabinets and fplen* 
did equipage^.. 

There are no fialfe colour»^hung out 
here — nor any who keep up ah appear- 
ance of grandeuf, but fuch as are o^ 
known rank and of fufficient fortune ta 
Aipport iu 



It 
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It is well known that tht Antwerpians^ 
have no longer any trade-r-but from the 
vaft treafttrey which formerly flowed itu 
upon them, few are fo Well enabled ta» 
carry on the bufinefs of exchange ; in^ 
which beneficial branch of commerce^ 
great fums are tranfa£ted here — and 
With more eafe, as it is (aid, than evexii 
in trading cities. 

The moft wealthy^ and thofe wh6> 
are pofTefled of cabinets, ftand charged; 
by travellers with fliynefs to ftrangers^ 
and an excefltvc love of retirement : — - 
the fifft, I. apprehend, may be owing to 
the great number of impertinents Which 
they have been peftered with, and th^- 
abufes by them committed : — the latter 
from the fober rule of life adopted here ' 
—their hours of table, of recreation and: 
of reft, being very unlike what is prac-^ 
tifed with us. 

' No^ 
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Nothing is more prevalent than fa« 
ihion, whether good or bad ; and what 
we iifually call regularity, depends in ^ 
great meafure, upon the cuftomary alt- 
lotment of the twcnty-foitr hours. ■ ■■ 
Midnight in London, or PariS) a- 
mong the fafhionable and the diflblute, 
is full as^ chearful as mid-day :— but 
at Antwerp it is quite otherwif<^i 
where to be irregular, is to be ua« 
faihionable, 

t 

The markets here are well Aippliej 
-I- there is great abundance and at rei* 
fonable rates — which muft be the cafe 
in every fertile country,, under proper 
regulation. 

Beggars, notwithftanding, abound in 
this wealthy city, as in moft other 
towns of Brabant and Flanders; 
but a fet of wretches diftihguifhed a* 
mong us by the name of black guards^ 
are no where to be found in thofc pro- 
vinces. 
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vinces. — To the church, I apprehend, 
n greatly owing the toleration of 
the former; and to the vigilance of 
the magiftracy^. the prevention of th€ 
latter. 

I was much pleafed with the good: 
order and regularity of one of their vil- 
lage-fairs; which was opened wkh fo^ 
lemn church-fervice, and a proceffiorr, 
in honour of the faint to^ whom the 
church was dedicated. 

The origin of fairs, in the opinion of 
our Teamed antiquary Sir Henrt 
Spelman, is derived fi-om the anniver^ , 
ftries of the dedications Of churches.— 
This may ferve fomewhat to illuftrate 
that authority. — No wonder then that 
fuch' commencement in devotion, (hould 
continue in civil* mirth^ and terminate 
indecency^ 

But 
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But I perceive there's no "working to 
any purpofe, without good materials , 
and in my opinion 'tis impoffible to 
make a finilfbed book of travels^ without 
the joint labours of a number who have 
gone the fame road before us. 

I witi appeal to fome two^ or three^ 
or half a dozen of the gentlemen them- 
^Ives— -in whofe toilfome travellings 
jiod painful peregrinations you iwill be 
fure to find the fame quaint remarks-— 
the fame dull defcriptions of the fame 
objefts — infomuch that one would be 
^Imoft tempted to believe they had 
been of the fame party — or that cach^ 
bad revifed the works of his brother-^ 
pilgrim. 

I fancy I have difcovered this grand 
fecret.— Moft of them, depend upon't,. 
had read the fame guides thro' th^ fame

In whatever country this principle is 
wholly uncultivated (if any fuch there 
be) the inhabitants muft needs be more 
favac;e, than their kindred brutes : i^ 
and wherever it ij: neglc^eU j fuch neg- 

L 6 lea: 
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leA is generally viTible in their arts, as> 
well as in the manners and paf&ons of. 
moft ranks of people. 

This lefler philofophy, as theFRENCH- 
elegantly tc^m it— 

« Da— « the French ! — Lfaw plain- 
ly where you was driving ! — What have 
we to do with the French ? — Have n't 
they had drubbing enough yet ? — Well 
then, let 'em waita little' — ^ 

Peace, ruffian ! and don't interrupt 
what thou can'ft not comprehend. 

This lefler philofophy engagingly de- 
means itfelf to all characters and fitua- 
tions;^ but. delights more efpecially in 
adminiftering to the commodity of pil- 
grims and ftrangers — among whom it 
may well be accounted a cardinal, 
virtue. 

The Flemings are half French in 
this partiicular . ■ 

« That's,. 
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^That's enoughli-juft half is enough.** 

The Lie GDIS wholly fo 

* That's too much ! — too much by. 
one-half.' 

— I grant you it. may be overdone^, 
even to a degree of apifli folly — in the 
excefs whereof it ceafes to be the virtue- 
for which I contend. 

But if founded in fentiment, and en- 
Hvened by praftice — if arifing from a 
love of conformity, a knowledgeof man- 
kind, and the refult of a good difpofi- 
tion :; — If the fmalleft particle of benign 
nity is to be found at the bottom ;^ it 
mud have its weight in the ballance of 
national excellence.. 

* Tis all grimace ! — a mixture of un- 
meaning afFedation and palpable defign : 
— '^I'he blunt humanity of the English, 
is more adapted to the manners of men j 
and beft befpeaks the generofity of- a 

free people.' 

I agrecL 
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I agree with you, that the honefir 
complacency of many of our country^ 
men, is 2 fufiicient apology for a tbou« 
fand fuperfluous (hrugs and fcrapes. 

Yet as few are judges of the worth of 
the gem in the rough ; it follows thai' 
fbme polifli is abfolutely neceflary, to 
make it of general eftimation. 

By over a£ling, on the one hand, if 
we have too much the air of fops ; fo^. 
on the other, we fhall have too much 
the appearance of barbarians. 

• I had much rather be thought the 
letter ; than wear the tawdry outfide of 
the former.' 

Both extremes are to be avoided. 

• But, pox on't! what's to become of 

my fmctrity ?' 

• 
You may prefcrve that, and be never— 

theleis the well-bred citizen. 

* 1 doubt 
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* I doubt it :— thofe bowing, cring*- 
Ihg, parleZ'Vous mounfeers^ depend up- 
on't ! have always feme dirty defign at 
bottom ! — It is not for nothing, that 
they fo beflobbcr and becomplimcnt,' 

*Tis the moft abfurd prejudice, as> 
well as uncharitable conclufionthat can 
be offered — and take my word for't, 
bluntnefs may conceal the defigning- 
knave, as well as civility. 

• In which cafe, I fhould be cheated 
in my own way; and could much fooner 
forgive the injury j — the one, wearing 
the mafk of an honeft man, the other^.

You are vaftly miftaken, I promife

What can be more difinterefted than 
the behaviour of thefe Jntwerpians re-
